SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) 
—A massive American force 
backed by planes, armor and 
artillery has launched the big- 
gest offensive of the Vietnam 
war in ah attempt to sweep the 
Viet Cong out of the jungled 
"Iron Triangle" 20 to 30 miles 
north of Saigon. 


The objective is to capture a 
major headquarters complex of 
the Communists and to clear 
enemy troops from the tangled 
forests from which they menace 
the South Vietnamese capital. 


Gen. William C. Westmore- 
land's command announced the

launched at dawn Sunday. It 
said in the first three fays 92 
Viet Cong have been killed and 
16 taken prisoner. 


Move Peaianti 


The operation includes evacu- 
ation of up to 10,000 Vietnamese 
peasants living in the long-time 
Viet Cong bastion and their re- 
settlement in other localities.

DETROIT (AP) — American 
Motors' 
future was

hands today after soft-spoken 
Robert B. Evans and cigar- 
chewing Roy Abernethy bowed 
out of the auto firm's two top 
jobs. 


Evans, who made headlines 
last June when he was catapult- 
ed into the AMC board chair- 
manship. resigned Monday in a 
surprise move and 
President 
Abernethy took an early retire- 
ment. 


Tall, slender Roy D. Chapin 
Jr., son of one of the nation's 
automotive pioneers, was elev- 
ated to the chairman's job and 
William V. Luneburg was made 
president of the nation's fourth 
largest auto company. 


AMC had been plagued with a 
variety 
of 
woes 
in 
recent 
months.— declining sales, pro- 
duction cutbacks, and red ink 


on its financial pages—despite 
the efforts of Evans and Aber- 
nethy. 


Evans, 57, and Abernethy, 60, 
will remain on AMC's board of 
directors but the company said 
both had "stepped aside accord- 
ing to plan to give a younger 
team an opportunity to move 
the company forward." 


Evans, a millionaire Detroit 
industrialist-sportsman, 
moved 
into the AMC picture last Feb- 
ruary when he disclosed that he 
had bought 200,000 shares of 
stock to become its biggest sin- 
gle shareholder. He said then 
that he had no interest in taking 
over management of the firm 
but in April he was elected a 
director and in June he was 
made board chairman. 


There were hints that Ev^ans 
and Abernethy did not see eye- 
to-eye on some company mat- 
ters.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Justice Department begins its 
prosecution in the Bobby Baker 
trial today after the jurors get 
their baggage squared away for 
an expected long stay in the fed- 
eral courthouse. 


Baker, 38, former secretary to 
Senate Democrats, is charged 
with income tax evasion, larce- 
ny, larceny after trust, inter- 
state transportation of stolen 
money and conspiracy. He has 
pleaded innocent. 


Jurors for the case were cho- 
sen Monday amid extraordinary 
precautions against out-of-court 
influences. 


The 12 — six men and six 
women 
— 
are 
government 
workers except one who is a 
retired Census Bureau clerk. 
Along with six. alternates, they 
were told Monday by U S. Dist. 
Judge Oliver Gasch: 


"You may go home tonight. 
But don't read any newspapers, 
don't listen to the radio or TV. 
don't discuss this case, even 
with a loved husband or wife. 


"Pack your bags and be back 
at 9:30 in the morning." 


Beginning today the jurors 
are to be sequestered, meaning 
locked up. for the duration of 
the trial cxpected to last 2 to 2Vi 
months. They will sleep in ho- 
tel-type accommodations on the 
seventh and eighth ftoors of the 
big U. S. courthouse, and eat in 
the court, cafeteria, or in hotels, 
in the company of marshals.

money outside of their families. 
At the time of the study 47 per 
cent were still working. 


Surprisingly, need for money 
did not seem to be a primary 
force for working. The highest 
percentage of working boys 
was not in the lowest social 
class. In addition, race seemed 
to be no factor, nor did it seem 
to matter whether the boy’s 
mother worked. 


In compiling the first child 
labor figures since the early 
1930’s, the research team found 
that working children under 14 
have not 
been 
counted 
as 
workers in the census and lit­ 
tle has been known about their 
habits and motivation. 
Many 
of the boys work illegally be­ 
cause they are below the legal 
age or do not have a work 
permit. 


Financed primarily by a fed­ 
eral grant, Dr. Engel and her 
co-workers carried out the re­ 
search at the Harvard Univer­ 
sity Center for Research in 
careers. 


One of their discoveries was 
that the upper social levels 
have about as many working 
children as the lower classes, 
70 per cent, while in the mid­ 
dle class 80 per cent of the 
boys under 14 worked. 


They found that the absence 
of a father in the home was a 
definite factor related to work­ 
ing in chUdhood, even if the 
mother had a sufficient in­ 
come. 


A boy’s work might replace 
what he misses in a father and 
provide him with needed au­ 
thoritative contact with adult 
men and older boys, speculated 
Gerald Marsden, a psychologist 
now in U-M*s psychiatry de­ 
partment who worked on the 
project. Possibly for the same 
reason, he added, the working 
bojB disliked female teachers 
and In favor of male teachers 
who could better handle , their 
afgitiilons.

The boys studied tended to 
start work at the age of 9 or 
10 with wages vsrying from 
$1.40 to $1S.50 per week for a 
wide range of tasks. 


**Adults who live in cities 
are so used to seeing children 
at work that they have begun 
not to notice them,'* said Dr.

Some 
do not work visibly, or in visi­ 
ble settings. 


**They paste labels in small 
businesses or factories, 
stack

do phjfaical labor, pouring their 
seemingly limitless energy in­ 
to sanding cars in auto body 
shops, 
others climb high on 
building scaffolds, 
and there 
are those who stick to the 
ground and shovel your front 
walk." 


“Children are eager to work,” 
said Dr. Engel, 
“and it may 
very well be to their psycho­ 
logical benefit to let them do

Academic Ruling 
On Scholarships 


HOUSTON, Tex (AP) - Ne­ 
gro , colleges, with enrollments 
from lower economic areas, al­ 
lied today with the affluent Ivy 
League schools in a battle over 
the NCAA’s controversial 1.6 
academic rule. 


The intent of the minimum 
grade point average rule is to 
make students out of athletes. 
The i^le requires an athlete to 
m ^ tain at iMst a 1.6 average 
to be eligible fbr participation in 
NCAA events or to ¿et an ath­ 
letic scholarship. 


Six amendments have been 
offered to the rule, ranging 
from elimination, as proposed 
by the Eastern College Athletic 
Cohference, to strengthening the 
requirement, as offered by the 
Atlantic Coast Conference. 


The 
year-long 
controversy 
comes to a head at the final ses­ 
sion of the NCAA 61st conven­ 
tion Wednesday. 


William 
Wright, 
athletic 
director of Norfolk, Va., State 
College, a predominantly Negro 
achool, said the pi'esent rule 
“penalizes boys from lower eco­ 
nomic areas.** 


He said in the ease of many 
Negro colleges 
“a 
boy was 
forced to meet a standard of 
academic standing betore he 
bad a chance to reach it.’* 


Wright said some of tiiese 
achools* students have a 1.2 or 
1.4 average in a 4.0 grade scale. 
Ii^ effect, he said, the rule 
*'asked an athlete to be smarter 
than the average .student." 


In giving the NCAA Council’s 


report at Monday’s opening ses­ 
sion, Dr. Bradford Booth of 
UCLA said, **The intent of this 
legislation is simply to insist for 
the first time in the long history 
of intercollegiate athletics that 
athletes be students.”

X«awrence Seaway Authority re­ 
affirmed Monday its 1966 pro­ 
posals for a 10 per cent increase 
in seaway tolls and for « HOC 
Welland Canal lockage fee. 


Transport Minister J.W. Pick- 
crsgill presented the House of 
Commons a report dated June 
SO, 1966, saying a toll increase 
Is needed for ‘Uegal, financial 
and economic** reasons. 


Oanada is making the docu­ 
ment public because the U.S. 
authority-St. Lawrence Seaway 
Development Corp. publicly an­ 
nounced its recommendations to 
Washington last week, a trans­ 
port aide said. 


The Canadian auUiority wants 
the cabinet to order increases 
as originally agreed by the two 
bodies last April 15. 


It decided to stand by the 
original 
proposals. 
But 
the 
American authority said furlhr 
er Canada - U.S. consultation 
should be ordered. 


The report argues that the 
present toll structure does not 
encourage efficient use of sea­ 
way capacity. 


Opening of the waterway in 
2559 resulted in big savings on 
cargo moving by water fKrni 
inland ports. Direct savings to 
users on 1965 traffic of 43.4 mil< 
lion tons was S78 million com 
pared to pre-1959 cotte, the re­ 
port said. 


This was a saving of 11.80 a 
ton, which would be reduced 
only to $1.75 a ton by the pro­ 
posed t(dl increase, the report 
said.

Oil Tanker Arrives 
Aided By Cutter 


The Coast Guard Cutter Sun­ 
dew today escorted the tanker 
Mercury, carrying 42,000 bar­ 
rels of fuel oil and gasoline, to 
the Shell Oil Co. Marine Ter­ 
minal at Wells. 


Except that the cutter was 
required to assist the tanker 
out of an ice field near Wash­ 
ington Island and cut a chan­ 
nel to the dock here, the late 
trip of the Mercury was with­ 
out incident.. 


The 
Sundew 
battled 
gale 
force winds to cross Lake Mich­ 
igan from Charlevoix to reach 
and free the tanker from about 
eight inches of ice Monday off 
Washington Island in north­ 
ern Lake Michigan. The spot 
where the tanker was stuck is 
about 33 miles southeast of 
Escanaba. 


At 8 a.m. today the Sundew 
was visible 
coming 
through 
Green Bay ice toward Escan­ 
aba. The cutter reached the 
harbor here in a couple of 
hours and then widened the 
channel for the incoming Mer­ 
cury. 


The Mercury is a 373-foot 
tanker with a 52 foot beam — 
wider than the cutter. 
Her 
width made it necessary for the 


cutter to make several passes 
at the channel to help the Mer­ 
cury 
squeeze 
through 
the 
seven-inch thick ice of Little 
Bay de Noe. 


Capt. D. H. King is in com­ 
mand of the tanker owned by 
Cleveland Tankers, Inc., Cleve­ 
land, Ohio. 


The Mercury left East Chi­ 
cago, Ind., at 6:30 a.m. Sunday 
bound for Escanaba. She ran 
into heavy ice off Hedgehog 
Harbor at the tip of the Door 
County Peninsula, said Paul 
Buchholtz, Shell Oil Co. Ma­ 
rine Terminal foreman. 


The Mercury called for as­ 
sistance Monday morning and 
the 
Sundew 
was dispatched 
from Charlevoix. The cutter 
came up to the tanker about 5 
p.m. Monday and broke her 
loose from the ice field. This 
morning they began moving to­ 
ward Escanaba. 


The tanker’s arrival at the 
Shell Oil Co. dock about 11 a.m. 
today was not the latest for a 
vessel to come to Escanaba. 
Last year tankers came to the 
Shell Terminal as late as Jan. 
10-11, and the Wade Corp. 
terminal at Wells received a 
tanker about Jan. 19.
